As rflquested I am reporting a list of the more important pieces of erldenee 
in th9 iee Harvey Ojweld cam charged with shooting iresldent John f. Kennedy on 
Koveabor 22, I963 at atoiit 12i3S V new the underpass. 

1. FroB a search of the Texas Sctiool PooV depository building on the 6th floor 
a 6.? caliber Caroano carbine rifle # C 2766, mounted with a 0-10 Japanese scope. 
Thin rifle was found partially hidden vmdor some boxes near the back stairway, 

?.. lear a front window at the southeast comer of t^e building on the same 
floor were three spent cartridge cases, 6.$ in caliber. These were protected for 
pictures and prints, and after this vaf done It was found that the rifle cor^tainsd 
one loaded cartridge in the chswhflr. 

3. T.t. ^sv of t^-e Crlno tab was able to f»et a palm pr5r>t from ore of the bojies 
under t^l s window which proTod to be Lee HarTsy Oswald's print. A thu»b print was 
Also found at this s«ae location. 

li. Tbf: Crime Lab was a! le to get a pain rrint fro?- the underside of the (?an 
barrel near the end of the fcrogrip, and a partial print was lifted froB the trigger 
housing of the rifle. 

$. One large piece of brown wrapi.iiig paper fitting the description of one used 
by Oswald in bringing a large package to work on the laorTiing of the isurder. We later 
found that Puell Wesley Frailer, 21)39 W. ?tli Street, Irving, Texas had friven Oswald 
a ride to work on the Fominfi of the killing, and both he and his sister, lAnnle 
Mae Fandle, saw Oswald put a lonp i>sekafa wrapped in a heavy brown paper in the 
back seat of the ear. After arrlv5np at work, Wesley Frazier saw Oswald take this 
caokafp* and take it with him Into the building. This paper was shaped like a crude 
bajr, larfe enough to carry thl-; rifle. Thin was also found on the 6th floor. 
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6. while we were atiU searchlne the building, Mr. ik>y Truly, 14932 *'ade 
Drive, reported to us ttmt one of his men was aisBlng, a Lee t»aryey Oswald, whose 
addreas was W. 5tfc Street, •'•rving, Texas. Vie also found that this man had 
been stopped by Officer «. L. Baker while coning down the stairs. Mr. Bskar says 
that he stopqjed this man on the third or fourth floor on the stairway, but as Mr. 
Troiy identified hin as one of the employees, he was released. After seeing that 
this man was afparently running, two of the dotaetivos and myself left the building 
and came to the office for an identification check and other infonoatlon, and soon 
found that he was the same man who had shot Officer Tipplt. 

7. » ballet taken fron the stretcher used to carry the Ooremor into the 
hospital and fragawnts of a hull-t taken from QoTiemor Connally's body were turned 
oTOr to the F. B, I. who nads an eMininatlon and, as shown in our report flroB there, 
these were fired fron this sane rifle. 

8. One sport shirt that Oswald was wearing at the time of hie arrest was sent 
to the i. B, I. Criae Lab along with a blanket that %s. ^swald said the gun 
had been wr«4>ped In while being kept in the garage at the hoiae of Mrs. Ruth Paine 
in Irving. the F, B. I. examination *ows that parts of each of these materials 
could hare been the ones that they recovered from tla gun. 

9. Mrs. Harrey Lee Oswald identified the rifle as resembling the one she had 
seen in the parage in Irving. 

10. Dur-fnjf the search of the parage at Krs. Maine's home in Irvln)? where 
Oswald had storeil some of Ms possessions, officers recovered tvo pictures of Lee 
Harvey Oswald posing with a pim that looked identical to the sfun found and wearing 
a pistol resembling the pistol used to kill rf fleer Tlpplt. We were able to find 
by obecklnff Oswald's formr addresses where this picture was made in a back yard 
at 211j W. Neeley. 
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II. Tn +>8 sawe i»sr«fe officers fotinH two advertisements eliijped fron some 
in8|f««lne *ioiflnp tMs ssme type (run offered for sale hy Kleins of CMo»?o. 

1?. In Oswald's pxirm was found »n Identification csrd and s registration 
card be^r^npt the name of *lex Hldell. 

13. Poetal Inspectors gave us infomatlon that at one time a box had teen 
rented in the name of Alex Hldell. The handwriting on this application was 
identified as that of Oswald. It was ascertained that the gun was shipped by 
Kleins of Chicago to this box. Postal Inspectors were also sfcle to find the 
mcmey order Itaelf used to pay for the gun. This inforraatlon is not complete 
In our files, as we are waiting for some Infonostion from one of the Postal 
Inspeotore who is ill at this time. 

III. In Oswald's billfold was identlfl cation identifying him as a meaber of 
the Fair Play for Cuba crganicatlon. to told m that he was at one ti»e secretary 
of the '*ew Orleans branch and that the headquarters of this organization was in 
New YorV. 

1?, We found letters showlnf that Oswald had been corresponding with "mold 
Johnson and T. T. l«o. Photostats of these are attached. 

16. Oswald had in his possession a notebook containing the nasies of Russian 
friends, telephone numher and part of General isalksr's name, F. B. I. Agmt Williaie 
Hosty's nane and licwise number of his oar. This is the agent who had been check- 
ing Oswald and his wife. 

17. A bus transfer was found in Oswald's pockat and identified by the bus driver 
who carried Oswald a short distance after the killing. 

18. Oswald was positively identified by a cab driver, Williaai Whaloy, as the 
«8n he picked up near the Oreyhound bus station, which is where Oswald loft the bus, 
and took hlra to the SOO block S. Beekley near where Oswald bad a room. 
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19. Tn se»reMn<r Oswald's roow at 1026 N. Peckley a map of t>'e City of fallafl 
was found with narklngs on it, one of whict^ looked to be the se«n« of the shootir^. 
There was also what looked to be coinnranistic literature. 

20. Oswald was carr3ri.ng, at the tiise of hia arrest in the Texas Theater, a 
Smith and Wesson .38 caliber revolver, serial # 510210. Ihis is the same caliber 
gun Officer Tipplt was *ot with when he stopped Oswald. 

21. Two enrpty .38 cartridge eases were fotsid by Barbara Jeanette ravis and 
Virginia Davis in front of their hose, liOO E. Tenth Street, where they had seen 
Oswald throw Vtiem as he w»p reloading hlB gvm. Four bullets were recovered from 
Officer Tipplt' 8 body and were of the same caliber as the pun Oswald was arrested 
with. 

22. Helen Karkhem, 32fi K. Wlnth Street, saw Oswald shcot Officer Tipplt and 
noHtively Idantlfied him In a lineup. Officer Tlcplt was *ot at 1:18 pm on 
MoveBfcer 2?, I963 In front of !|O0 F. Tenth Street. Several other witnesses 
IdWltltfled hin as the man seen rumln<» from the scene and toward the theater. 

W. ¥, Scogfins of 3138 Alaska saw OgHald *oot Officer Tipplt and identified him In 
a lineup. 

23. We h«ve from forty to fifty affidavits to substantiate all of tM s evidence. 
The coa^laint was filed on Lee *'arvey Oswald for the Tipplt murder at 7s05 pro 

on Hovembor 22, I963. After reviewing the evidence with District Attorney iienry 
V.'ade and his assistmt, Bill Alexander, and Jim Allen, former prosecutor, I filed 
a complaint on Oswald fcr the killing of President John f . Kennedy at 11:26 pn, 
Hovei*er 22, 1963. 

As you know, this is a hurried list of the evidence and not by any neans a 
eoBnlete report. All of this evidence was released almost immediately to the F. B. I. 
and, of course, has not been afcailahlo to us for study. We are, however, studying 
photopraphs and checking all information that we are shle to obtain on these two
